I nationwide Survey Shows No Widespread Beef Shortage 


CHICAGO, June 12—“What 
beef shortage?” 
“The only thing p a u s i n g 
trouble is that some farmers

are unwilling to take a price 
rollback.” 
From St. Louis, from 
Dal­ 
las, from Salt Lake City came 
these sample reactions to the 
results of the second week of 
the government’s IO percent 
rollback on live beef prices. 
A survey in key cities across 
the countrv 
by 
International 


News Service 
indicates 
that 
there’s no widespiead short­ 
age—except that caused when 
certain meat cuts exceed the 
purchasing power of an aver­ 
age family pocketbook. 
A quick look at the nation's 
12 leading markets yesterday 
showed that shipments totall­ 
ed 38,500 cattle — 5,200 
less 
than sent to the stock yards 
last Monday when the IO per­ 
cent rollback order on beef 
animals went into effect. 


Incident a l l y , yesterday's 
was the lightest Monday run 
since February, 1949. 
However, shortly after that 
shortage in 
1949 
there 
was 
such an Influx of livestock to 
IT. S. markets that meat pric­ 
es plunged 
to 
a 
three-year 
low. 
But the shipment of cattle 
to the markets didn't mean 
beef in the neigh b o r h o o d 
butcher shop. There was no 


shortage in most cities, but 
the general feeling was “it 
wouldn't be long now.” 
Omaha, 
for 
an 
example, 
proved to be cattle rich and 
beef poor. The stock y a r d s 
checked in 6,500 head yester­ 
day. 
At the same time Orville Is- 
rae'.son, one of the owners of 
a large frozen food locker, 
complained: 
“I haven’t been able ta buy 
a pound of veal, lamb or prime 


beef for several weeks. It’s a 
bad situation to be in the cen­ 
ter of the beef producing area 
and not be able to get beef.” 
Neighboring Iowa, f a m e d 
for 
its 
corn-fed 
meat 
pro­ 
ducts, hasn’t felt the pinch 
yet. Des Moines wholesalers 
reported that wary customers 
were beginning to stockpile 
meat supplies. They blamed it 
on reports of impending short­ 
ages. 
In Salt Lake City, D. J. Ad­ 


ams, head of a big market, 
bluntly declared: 
“The only thing causing a 
shortage is that some farmers 
are unwilling to take a price 
rollback.” 
In St. Louis, leading whole­ 
salers were Just as blunt. A 
spokesman for a grocery chain 
said: 
“This is a beef shortage— 
not a meat shortage. If the 
beef men want to get on their 


high horse, maybe people can 
change their eating habits and 
beat this thing.” 
Housewives did not seem to 
be inclined to blame any meat 
shortage on the 
government 
rollback order. What evidence 
there was seemed to indicate 
that if anything, they wanted 
further rollbacks. 
A group of Chicago’s South­ 
side residents campaigned for 
three meatless days a week in

They added they were 
determined not to buy beef 
while it is being withheld by 
feeders and packers. 
A Columbus housewife took 
a similar view, but added a 
different twist. Mrs. Paul R, 
Lindquist, the mother of two, 
said that she won’t blame the 
government if beef disappears 
from the market, but will “go 
vegetarian” instead.

Officials are agreed that the 
two, Donald MacLean, head of 
the American department of 
the Foreign Office, and Guy 
Burgess, 
Russian and 
F a r 
Fastern expert, are a “natur­ 
al prize catch” for enemy ag­ 
ents because of 
their know­ 
ledge of Anglo-American sec­ 
rets and methods of operation. 
The personal reccrds of the 
^ men show that 
never 
before 
May 25 when they disappeared 
had they been away without of­ 
ficial leave. Their friends insist 
that neither likely would have 
gone to Russia voluntarily. 
Britain's top security officer, 
Sir Percy Sillitoe, meanwhile is 
in Washington

Edgar 
Hoover 
along with other American offi­ 
cials on the disappearance of 
0 the Bnt«.ns.

Authorities refused to com­ 
ment and there was absolutely 
no substantiation of the report. 
, British investigators now think 
that the telegrams received in 
Britain by the families of the 
two men may have been written 
under compulsion.

A NEW DISCREPANCY ap­ 
peared in the latest reports con­ 
cerning the men since the tele­ 
grams from

As a result of the disappear­ 
ance of the men, cooperating 
special operators of Britain and 
the United States have started 
the largest checkup ever of Brit­ 
ain's security services and are 
screening top-level officials. 
London morning newspapers 
attacked the statement in the 
House of Commons yesterday 
by Foreign Secretary 
Herbert 
Morrison on the disappearance 
of the men. 
The daily mail said that Mor­ 
rison’s remarks, including an as­ 
surance that the men had not 
taken along any government sec­ 
rets, constituted a “ brushoff.” 
Morrison told Commons that 
the two diplomats did not take 
any secret government papers 
when they vanished. 


Beef Sausage Prices Up;

WASHINGTON, June 12—Gov­ 
ernment c o n t r o l l e r s today 
authorized higher prices for beef 
a .sausage at all levels and other 
officials said continued curtail­ 
ment of beef slaughtering may 
hit the hides, leather and shoe in­ 
dustries. 
The sausage order, effective 
immediately, c o v e r s such 
American food 
favorites as 
frankfurters and bologna. 
An amendment to the general 
price freeze, which still covers 
sausage makers, 
allows them 
0 t o pass along increased beef 
costs effective immediately.

Other OPS officials reported, 
meanwhile, that curtailed beef 
slaughtering by major packers 
has reduced inventories of cow­ 
hides, used for 85 percent of the 
shoes made in the U. S. 
They said, however, that no 
shortages of shoes would be felt 
before next Spring since Fall 
lines already are in production. 
Officials also pointed out that 
holding of cattle by feeders and 
producers due to the battle of 
beef prices will result in heavier 
hides. 
Heavy hides are used for mili­ 
tary footgear and sole leather. 
The little skins are used for up­ 
pers for shoes.

enemy pockets of rearguard op­ 
position in the crumbling Com­ 
munist “ iron triangle” in Central 
Korea Tuesday. 
Front dispatches

that Allied troops along the 
Sanyang - Kumsong 
highway 
jumped off from hilltop posi­ 
tions to exploit their control of 
the triangle buildup are* in 
what appeared to be the Reds’ 
most damaging territorial loss 
of the w’ar since Die Inchon 
landings last September. San­ 
yang is 13 miles south of Kum­ 
song. 
The United 
Nations 
forces 
overpowered pockets of deeply 
entrenched Chinese Red troops 
who had previously held up the 
advance toward Kumsong, which 


lies 12 miles northeast of Kumh- 
wa. 
Other UN troops p u n c h e d 
through the base of the enemy 
supply stronghold 
b e t w e e n 
Kumhwa and Chorwon against 
little resistance. 
A front dispatch said Allied 
forces captured a large quantity 
of Communist equipment in the

The other four pilots escaped se­ 
rious injury. 
Airforce e x p e r t s explained 
that the “ screen” on the F-84 
Thunderjet fighters is over the 
air intake, and that if they were 
covered with ice the jet engines 
would stall. 


TEHRAN, June 12—Premier 
Mohammed Mossadegh of Iran 
assured President Truman today 
that his country’s oil will con­ 
tinue to flow to the Western 
Democracies. 
The premier gave his pledge 
in a formal reply to a message 
from President Truman urging 
moderation and 
cooperation 
with Britain in nationalization 
of the Anglo-Iranian oil fields. 
“ The aim of the Iranian gov­ 
ernment,” Mossadegh said in his 
note, “ is the continuation of the 
flow of Iranian oil to consumer 
countries. 
“ You may rest assured that 
the Iranian people are desirous 
of maintaining the friendship of 
all nations.” 
Mossadegh thanked Mr. Tru­ 
man for his “kind message” and 
emphasized that Iran always has 
considered the United States a 
“sincere and w e 11-w I s h i n g 
friend.” 


The 
premier 
p r o m i s e d 
that the Iranian government will 
not exceed “ the limits of right 
and justice” in enforcing nation­ 
alization. 
However, he accused the An- 
glo-Iranian Oil Co. management 
of greed, falsehood and deliber­ 
ate efforts to “paralyze” Iranian 
reform movements. 
Mossadegh also sent a special 
message to Iranian workers in 
the oil fields. He said; 
“Now' that the oil industry has 
been nationalized and the results 
of workers’ toil will accrue di­ 
rectly to the country, I guaran­ 
tee full employment. 
“Both the government and 
the nation expect the workers 
to do their best so that the in­ 
dustry can progress with no 
harm done to consumers.” 
Iran’s army meanwhile w'as 
reported 
in 
full readiness to 
meet any internal disturbances 
or “foreign invasion” resulting 
from the oil dispute.

WASHINGTON. June 12 — Lt. 
Gen. Wedemeyer conceded today 
that the “ average American’* 
w'ould have interpreted his con­ 
troversial 1945 recommendations 
on China as meaning that he 
favored a Communiat-Naticmal- 
ist coalition government. 
The general declared, how­ 
ever, that both before and 
after Ult mea-a go Hit Wash­ 
ington superiors had “docu­ 
mentary evidence” that “In 
my heart and mind I never be­ 
lieved that a coalition govern­ 
ment per se coaid be estab- 
lished there.” 
The Far East expert, who ear­ 
lier joined Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur in denouncing the inter­ 
pretation given the message by 
Secretary of State Dean Ache­ 
son, modified his criticism of 
the cabinet member. 
The message, signed by Mac­ 
Arthur, Wedemeyer, and Admir­ 
al Spruance, touched off one of 
the hottest rows yet developed 
in the probe of MacArthur’* dis­ 
missal after Acheson read it into 
the record.

Roosevelt and General Douglas MacArth­ 
ur ended a four-day visit in Honolulu. Pres­ 
ent were Admirals Chester W. Nimitz, Wil­ 
liam F. Halsey Jr., Admiral William D. 
Leahy, Elmer Davis, then head of the OWI 
and others. 
The purpose of this conference was to 
discuss the Pacific war and its relationship 
I 
to the entire picture. MacArthur took the 
position that the re-conquest of the Philip­ 
pines would split the Japanese empire, that 
our naval activities would leave the Japa­ 
nese homeland without an adequate sup­ 
ply of rice which is the essential food of 
the Japanese people. Thus, the Japanese 
would be starved into an unconditional sur­ 
render. Conversely, it would deprive their 
forces of support from the homeland. 
Soviet Russia was, in 1944, neutral in our 
war with Japan. Roosevelt had, at Teher­ 
an, raised the issue of Russian participa­ 
tion but had not accomplished it. Mac­ 
A rthur^ attitude was that if the strategy 
of starvation of Japan were pursued, it 
would be of no advantage to the United 
States for Soviet Russia to come in. He 
feared Russia's demands upon China—a 
fear that was subsequently justified by the 
facts. 
That Japan was starved into submission 
is an established historic fact, fully docu­ 
mented at the Tokyo trials. Even before 
the atom bomb wfas hurled at Hiroshima,

Locating Tumors of the Brain

Certain Dyes 
It has long been known that 
certain dyes, when injected into 
the body, will rapidly concen­ 
trate in tumor tissue if any hap 


tempted. By this method, tumors 
are not only localized but an idea 
is given to the surgeon of the 
type of tumor that is present, for 
certain cancerous tumors tend 
to conc; ntrate the dye better. 
Loralhcinf Tumors 
The radioactive dye method 
has proven less helpful in localiz­ 
ing tumors of the spinal cord 
because of the fact that the lungs, 
liver, kidney, and spleen also 
concentrate the dye so that radi­ 
ation i rom these organs masks 
any increase given by a spinal 
cord tumor. 
At present, the dye has not 
pens to be present, If these dyes br‘ n released for general use, 
are made radioactive before be­ 
ing injected, they will give off 
radioactive signals which can be 
picked up by a Geiger counter 
when they are absorbed by tumor 
tissue, thus betraying to the sur­ 
geon the location of the tumor 
in advance of operation.
